And further by the 
prohibition of tranſporting Ore unwrought , that 
holdeth filver worth the refining , which uncon- 
trol 'd liberty of tranſporting formerly, His Majeſty 
in his Princely wiſdome ſaw to bee very prejudi- 
ciall, even to the utter overthrow of his Mznes 
Royal. 

We have therfore great reaſon to be confident that 
his way of working, with the reftraint of tranſport- 
ing Ore, wil in ſhort time greatly increaſe theBullion 
of this Kingdome, for the honour of the King, and 
good of the Common-wealth , together with the 
employment of many hundred poore peophke, which 
would be otherwiſe an unſupportable burthen to 
this barren Country , who by their preſent labour
